CONVENTION AT TORONTO. 


Speeches Made and Resolutions Adopted 
—Executive Committes Banqueted 


at the hKiosin House. 


| On thesecond day of the convention 
| Ald. Thompson, of Toronto, treated in 
jan able manner the question. “* Who 
| shall pay for deepening the waterways?” 
| The paper was a practical exposition of 
‘the great needs of deepened waterways 
| from the great lakes to the ocean, and 
presented a reasonable scheme for de- 
\fraying the great expenditure, viewing 
‘the financial aspect of the proposed 
' deepening. geo ae proposed as a 
_solution of the problem that the cost 
| should be distributed according to terri- 
/tory and interests beneficially atfeeted, 
/which would be a comparatively small 
‘matter. Although the only practical 
/route is within Canadian territory, the 
business of this country is not sufficient 
‘to justify her undertaking the work 
‘alone. The deepening of the canals 
should, in his opinion, be a joint and in- 
ternational affair. 

| Mr. Flower, of West Superior, spoke 
| brietly to the paper, and among other 
good things he said the west had two 
clever railway magnates, President Van 
Horne, of the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
and President Hiil, of the Great North- 
ern railroad. He had reason to believe 
both of these gentlemen favored the 
canal deepening which would increase 
the population of the Northwest and the 
railways would reap the bentit of greater 
population. 

O. A. Howland, M. P. P. for Toronto, 
made a strong speech in favor of the es- 
tablishment of an international court of 
arbitration with ascertained powers to 
determine and settle any dispute arising 
between the British government and the 
United States. The suggestion was most 
favorably received by the convention 
and a committee was appointed to draft 
a resolution along the lines proposed by 
Howland. 

Mr, Dobel, of Quebec, said Canada 
wanted reciprocity in the free use of 
canals. American vessels had free and 
untrammeled rights to use Canadian 
canals, but inthe state of New Yors 
there were fifteen miles of canals closed 
against Canadian vessels. 

John Brown, of Toronto, demanded 
twenty feet waterways and no tranship- 
ment. 

Mr. Cooley, of Chicago, spoke of Chi- 
cago as the centre ridge of the great 

deepened waterways problem. There 
was only one real route for the great 
trunk waterway through the American 
continent and that was by the Gulfof st 
Lawrence, via the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Chicago could see beth 
wavs. His part of the country would 
use every endeavor, argument and re- 
source to get a twenty-six foot waterway 
and would prefer to postpone the con- 
summation of that desire for a genera- 
tion, if possible, to attain that end. Via 
the St. Lawrence, he said, was the cheap- 
est and most convenient route to the sea. 

David Blain, of Toronto, favored the re- 
moval of obstructions to navigation on 
the St. Lawrence so that vessels could oo 

down the river without using locks at acl. 
Of 175 miles between Montreal and 
Kingston 110 miles afforded thirty feet of 
water. 

James Suydam, of St. Paul. said the 
twin cities, St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
with ambition to become the deep hydro- 
graphical centre of the North American 
continent were promoting a Lake Super-

THE RIGHT OF FISHING, 
An Important Point Between the Dom 


and Provinces Referred to the / 
HAPPENINGS OF INTEREST PICKED | 


Supreme Court. j 


The jurisdiction of federal and provin- 
cial authorities in connection with the) 
porns Se one of inland waters has been | 
submitted to the Supreme Court of Can- | 
a'‘afortheir opinion, and has been set 
down for argument at the term beginning 
Oct. 2nd. The case is a very important 
one, inyolving the question of the owner- 
ship of the bed and shores of all the inland 
lakes and rivers and streams, It is singu- 
lar that the letter ‘‘I’’ should play a part 
in great constitutional questions involving 
so many millions of acres of property and 
fishing rightsof provinces. Justice Four- 
nier, in passing upon the question ina 
lawsuit which came before the Supreme 
Court, drew attention to the difference 
between the English text and the French 
text in the Statutes of Canada of 1547, 
in which the British North America act 
appears. In the English text the words 
rivers and lake improvements appeared 
in that way. but in the French version 
it reads as follows: *‘Ameliorations sur 
les iacs et rivieres,"” (improvements up- 
on the lakes and rivers). The right to 
own rivers is not given to the Dominion, 
but merely improvements made on lakes 


and rivers. It was Mowat who demand- 
ed a reference of the question to the 
eourts. 

Water Power at Niagara. 


The Niagara Falls Power company has 
undertaken at the outeet to make the 
falls available for the obtaining of the 
enormous amount of 15,000 horse-power, 
egual to the force that would be requir- 
to Ifft about 500 mullion pounds 
through a distance of one foot in each 
second of time. Yetthatis but a very 
small fraction of the total power that 
doubtless at some timein the future will 
be utilized by man. The average flow 
over the falls is estimated to be about 
270.000 enbic feet per second and the 
dre }' is 161 feet. This is equal to close 
on tive million horse-power, of which 
four millions are available, the other mil- 
lion being jost owing to the lack in full 
efficiency of even the best turbine 
wheels. Ifthe fall of 320 feet between 
Lakes Erie and Ontario could be uti- 
lized, these vast totale of powers would 
be more than doubled, the power obtain- 
ed being about equal to that generated 
by all the steam engines in the world. 
Ir is all the more valuable as the flow at 
different seasons do not materially affect 
the level of Lake Erie from which the 
water flows overthe falls. The most re- 
markable deviations from evenness of 
flow are but temporary, dne tothe bank- 
ing of the water at one end of the lake 
by high winds or by ice jams at the 
head of the Niayara river. The enor- 
mous storage capacity of the water sys- 
tem may be inferred from the statement 
that it would take six months for the 
fall effect of a flood in Lake Superior to 
be spent at Niagara Falis.

Science Monthly forSeptember by Ernest 
A. Le Sueur ina description of the work 
thus far done and contemplated.

Japan's Telephone System. 

The use of the telephone is becoming 
more and more general in that go-ahead 
country, Japan.

Strength of the British Army. 

Bv order of the commander-in-chief, 
the general annual return of the British 
army for 183 has been prepared for the 
information of the secretary of state for 
war. The average effective strength cf 
the regular army per month in the year 
was 217.279 all arms included. This was 
made up of 7.669 officers, S6O warrant 
officers, 15,442 sergeants, 5,415 trumpet- 
ers, buglers and drummers and 101,895 
rank and file. The distribution of this 
number was as follows: Cavalry, 19,704; 
Roval Artillery, 26,504; Roval Engineers, 
6.422: infantry, service, supply and duty 
corps, 155457. The average effective 
strength during the vear was, strange to 
say, 86 in excess of the prescribed es- 
tablisiment. The strength of the first- 
class army reserve on the first day of the 
present year was 0.540, and of the sec- 
ond class 1S1. The average monthly en- 
rolled strength of the militia exclusive of 
officers and permanent staff. in 1503 was 
114,1S2.

Value of Knowledge. 

If any instance of the value of know- 
ledge in the dairy were needed, no more 
striking proof could be given than that 
furnished by the experience of Hoard’s 
Dairyman in the vicinity of its location. 
In 1885 the township of Koshkonong, 
where it had an established circulation 
produced 154,081 pounds of butter, 
which, we are told sold for an average of 
21.08 cents. In the township of Water- 
town, where it had nosubseribers at the 
ime in question, there were produced 
only 83,445 pounds, which sold for the 
average price of 12.68 cents per pound, 
or 9 cents per pound less than the price 
obtained in Kosikonong township. This 
amounted to $7,710.10 or 33.71 for each 
man, woman and child in the township. 
The farmers of one township posted 
themselves and the others did not. These 
two townships were only sixteen miles 
apart and had the same characteristics
